I watched these Jittle pests -last 
year in May, when they were flying, and 
I conclude they, alight upon whatever 
edible is most promising for their future 
existence, deposite their egg in the ground 
at the root of the grain and that genera- 
tion is powerless for harm. When the next 
crop (of bugs) comes on, the little red and 
brown fellows about the size of mustard 
seed, do the mischief. Now I saw an 
experiment tried last year which was al- 
most an entire success, which was a re- 
peated rolling of the entire field, packing 
the earth so closely as to largely interfere 
with their early growth, but they destroy 
a field where they originate and then 
travel; just how to prevent this I do not 
know, I am of the opinion, however, thai 
if wo get plenty of rain and a large growth 
of straw they will not very materially in- 
jure the crops. Last year when grain was 
about four inches high it stood still iu con- 
sequence of the drought and waited for 
the bugs, j;.

' THE CROWD. 


By eight o'clock every available spot 


along the route was taken up by 'the 
anxious spectators. Windows and house- 
tops were thronged. Impromptu stands 
were erected on the sidewalks and in 
ersection of streets. Guards were placed 
along the outer line of the pavement to 
prevent any encroachment upon the streets, 
which from curb to curb were completely 
occupied by the military procession. 


NEAR THE WHITE HOUSE. 


In the vicinity of the White House, the 


scene was brilliant and gay in the extreme. 
Here were assembled upon and near. the: 
stand the elite of the country. 
Upon the 


wide pavement in front of the Executive 
Mansion, a large stand was erected for the; 
President, Gen. Grant, members of the! 
Cabinet, distinguished officers of the army 
and navy, and the Diplomatic Corps. This 
stand was tastefully draped with flags and 
handsomely covered with floral devices. 
On either side of this were tiro immense 
stands for the invalid soldiers and dis- 
tinguished visitors. Opposite this, on the 
other side of the street, was a row of stands 
reaching the entire length of Franklin 
Square, which were occupied by State 
delegations. All these stands were like- 
wise decorated with flags and banners. 
About three-fourths of the occupants of all 
these stands were women, most elegantly 
attired, presenting a. -ray and lively 
pearacce. 


THE COLUMN. 


At 25 minutes past 9 o'clock the head of 


the moving column, led by Gen. Meade, 
passedjiy the main stand, but as yet none 
of the'lieviewing officers had appeared, and 
it was nearly 10 o'clock before the Presi- 
dent arrived. In a few minutes after Gen. 
Grant, Gen. Sherman, and members of 
the Cabinet took their positions by the side 
of, and around the President. The col- 
umn of cavalry continued to pass along, 
each regiment" being headed by a full band 
of music, making melodious" the air with 
one continous and unbroken strain of mar- 
tial airs ; and thus it continued until 20 
minutes cast 3 o'clock this afternoon. 


ENTHUSIASM OF THE SOI.IMERS. 


As the several regiments passed the ic- 


viewing officers, the soldiers cheered, and 
as the various division commanders ap- 
peared in front of the stand, the President, 
Gen. Grant, and the members of the Cabi- 
det would rise to their feet. All along the 
line of march cheer upon cheer greeted 
the soldiers, the ladies waving their hand- 
kerchiefs. 


THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Meanwhile, at an early hour in tilt- 


morning, the children of the common 
schools had gathered to the; number of 4,- 
000 or 5,000 on the north side of the eapi- 
tol grounds. As the procession passed 
they sang patriotic songs and presented to 
the officers bouquets and wreaths of flow- 
ers and evergreens. 


GEN. CUSTAR'S RAID. 


One of the stirring incidents of the day 


happened just after the President and Gen. 
Grant had taken their positions upon the 
stand. The gallant Gen. Custar at this 
time entered the square at the head of his 
division upon a magnificent blooded stal- 
lion. A lady threw a large wreath to the 
General, which he caught. His charger 
took fright, reared, plunged and dashed 
away with his rider at an almost break- 
neck speed, running nearly the whole 
length of the square before Gen. Ctistar 
gained control of bun. 
As the horse 


made his first plunge Gen. Guslar's hat 
flew oft 
7 and he lost his sword, which, at 


the moment, was lying loosely in his lap 
and left arm. He "held on to the wreath 
of flowers with his right hand and man- 
aged his horse with the left.

tators, who were enchained breathlessly 
by the thrilling event, and, for a time, the

EFFECT ON THE REVIEW.

HONORS TO THE PRESIDENT. 


During the interval between the depart- 


ure of the 9th corps from the reviewing 
stand, and the appearance of the 5th corps, 
the spectators in the vicinity gathered in 
a large body in front of the President, and 
called for him. He rose, bowed and sat 
down. Then there was a universal call 
for General Grant, and he, too, rose in 
acknowledgement 
of the 
compliment. 


Then Sherman was called for heartily, but 
it turned out that he had just left the 
stand, and there was no opportunity afford- 
ed to judge fully the kind of greeting he 
would have received, but there was every 
indication that it would have been most 
cordial. 


THE DISTINGUISHED SPECTATORS. 


In the front row of the reviewing stand, 


under :i canopy of formed flags and ban- 
ners, sat the President, with Secretary. 
Stanton, General Grant, Attorney General 
Speed and Secretary McCulloch on his 
right, and Secretary Wells, Postmaster' 
General Dennison, General Sherman and 
General Barnard on his left. Without oc- 
cupying several columns, it would be im- 
possible to give full details of the various 
military corps, divisions and companies. 
There apceared in the procession 80,000 
troops, comprising what is left here of the 
Potomac army. 


SHERMAN'S ARMV. 


To-niorrow, Gen. Sherman's army, esti- 


mated at 117,000, will be reviewed. The] 
city is all alive this evening.

At the north of the 
Capitol, nt least two thousand school girls 
were assembled neatly, dressed, and there 
was much pleasant " excitement among 
them in pressing forward to present flow-

The immense column moved in the fol- 


lowing order: 


Headquarters Army of the Potomac. 


Gen.Meade commanding.

General staff headquarters—escort 58th 


U. S. cavalry,- Lt. Col. Urban command- 
ing; 3d cavalry, Maj. Gen. Custar com- 
manding. 


This officer was vociferously cheered at 


various paints of the line, and was some- 
what encumbered by wreaths and boquets 
which had been presented him. Other of- 
ficers were similarly honored, with cheers 
and floral gifts and the waving of hand- 
kerchiefs by ladies.

Next the 2d and 1st cavalry diivsiona, 


commanded respectively by Gen. Davies 
and Gen. Devins; the horse artillery brig- 
ade, the Provost Marshal General's brig- 
ade .and the Engineer brigade. 
The 


troops comprising these bodies were com- 
posed in a large part from the New York, 
West Virginia, Vermont, Connecticut, 
Ohio. New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Michigan. 


Ninth corps, Gen. Parke commanding. 


The 1st division commanded by Gen. Wil- 
cox ; the 2d~diyision by Brig. Gen. Griffin, 
and the 3d division by Gen. Carlin. These 
troopa were from Wisconsin, Michigan, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire Vermont and 
Maine. 


Next followed a division of the 14th ar- 


iny corps, commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Dwight. including an artillery brig- 
ade, the troops- being from Maine, New 
York, Vermont, Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts. 


Tho 5th corps, Gen. Griffin command- 


ins. The 1st division was commanded by 
Gen. Chamberlain; the 2d division by 
Gen. Ayres, and the 3d division by Gen. 
Crawford. These troops were composed 
of volunteers from Pennsylvania', Riaine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Indiana; Dela- 
ware and Wisconsin, with United States 
Artillery. 


Next came the 2d corps—Gen. Hum- 


phrey— the 1st division commanded by 
Brig. Gen. Ramsey; the 2d division by 
Gen. liarlow, and the 3d by Gen. Mott. 
The troops were principally from New 
York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Delaware, Ohio, Western Virginia, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, Maine, and In- 
diana. 


TUB EFFECT. 


The truupa as they moved along Penn- 


sylvania avenue presented a grand appear- 
ance, all arms of the service being repre 
suited. Tho occasional insertion of a body 
of Zouaves served to relieve the samenesi 
and gava a fine effect. 


THE TI.AGS 


Looking up Pennsylvania avenue there 


was a. continous moving line as far as the 
eye could reach of national, State, Ditis 
ion, brigade, regimental and other flags 
Some of them were new, the stars of gol< 
glittering in the sun, and these eontraatec 
gtrongly with the flags.borno in the pro 
cession, tattered in battle, or mere shreds 
Others were thickly covered with names anc 
dates of battle fields where victories were 
won by these proud veterans. Tho flag 
stall's were decorated with flowers,.and ver 
many bouquets hung from the muzzles of 
muskets. 


DKESS. 


These troops did not as to dress prescni 


a war-worn appearance. 
They were al 


well and cleanly clad, and their fine march 
ing elicited praise from every tongue. 


THE STANDS. 


On the south side of the avenue front- 


ing the Executive Mansion, a stand was 
placed, hung handsomely and festoonec 
with national flags. At various points 
were the inscriptions "Atlanta, Wilder 
ness, Stone Hiver, South Mountain, Shiloh 
Vieksburg, Savannah, .Richmond, Peters- 
burg, and Cold Harbor." This stand was 
in part occupied by President Johnson 
Members of the Cabinet, Gens. Gran' 
and Sherman, and other distingnishei 
army officers. 
On the left were members 


of the Diplomatic Corps and their families 
200 tickets having been issued to this 
class of spectators. 


DISTINGUISHED SPECTATORS. 


Ou the stands provided for the purpose 


were lion. Geo. Bancroft and the follow 
ing named Governors of States : Crapo 
Buckingham, Andrew, Fenton, Fairchilds 
Bradford, Curtin and Smith; 
Senator 


AVade, Sherman, Wilson, Johnson, Chan 
dler, Harris, Ilendrickson, Diion, Foster 
Moigi.n, Conness, Lane of Kansas, anc 
Representatives Schenck, Hooper, Mars 
ton, Lynch, Hays, Porter, KeUey, Jenckes 
Loan, and ex-Speaker Grow. There wer 
at least thirty naval officers, bearing th 
highest rank, and as many army officers 
including Gens. Hancock, Wilcox, Cad 
walfader, Ilitetcock, Newton and Raw 
lins. As corps and divisions passed in re 
view before tho President and Gen. Grant 
their commanders severally left the col 
unin and took seats on the platform. The 
Judges of the Courts, the chiefs of th 
Government bureaus, and other public of 
ficers, were similarly accommodated. 


The crowd in that part of the city wa 


extremely dense, it being the main poin 
of attraction, as the reviewing place, where 
were assembled the highest dignitaries. 


GEN. CUSTAR ON A RAID. 


Custar rode a powerful horse, restiv 


and, at times, ungovernable. When near 
tho Treasury Department the animal mad 
ly (lushed forward to the head of the lines 
The General vainly attempted to checkhL 
steed, and, at the same time, endeavoring 
to retain the weight of flowers which hat 
been previously placed upon him. In th 
flight the General lost his hat. 
Hefinall' 


conquered his horse and reformed his cot 
umn. Passing the President's stand, he 
made a low bow, and was applauded bi 
the multitude. 


HONORS TO TUB PRESIDENT. 


Between the rear of the 9th corps and 


the advance of the 5th corps, there was an 
interval often or fifteen minutes. An im 
mense number of persons rushed into the 
opening, which wag in front of the stanc 
occupied by President Johnson, Genera 
Grant and the members of the Cabinet, 
and gave each one repeated cheers. These 
gentlemen severally rose and bowed their 
acknowledgements of the honor. 


The troops occupied six hours in the 


review from nine o'clock, in the morning 
till three in the afternoon. The " cadence 
step " was taken from the Capitol to Sev- 
enteenth street, from which point the va- 
rious organizations proceeded 
on 
the 


march to their separate quarters. 
The 


review is spoken ot as the greatest ever ta- 
king place oh this continent. It was; a 
great affair, and suggestive of the trials 
and victories of the Army of the Potomac.
